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What About State Medicine ? 


State medicine as a solution of the “cost of health” problem is a sub- 
ject very much in the air in thé Western Canadian provinces just now and 
judging from cumulative public demands it is only a question of time and 
probably avery short time before state medicine or public health insurance, 
in whole or in part, will be in effect generally in the west. 

It is perhaps not surprising that the public mind is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing in this direction. A number of factors are responsible for this. One 
of them is the much publicized depression of the past few years. During 
this period local governments have found it necessary to provide medical 
and hospital care for a large number of relief recipients and, of course, the 
cost has had to be passed on to the taxpayers. 

In, addition to that, very many of these taxpayers have during the past 
few years found it increasingly difficult to keep pace with growing tax bills 
and at the same time stand the expense of hospital and medical bills for them- 
selves and other members of their families, for they have found that medi- 
cal and hospitalization expenses have not declined in proportion to their 
own incomes, 

Further than that all classes of the community are demanding a high 
standard of medical and hospital service. The hospitals that are best en- 
deavoring to cater to this demand find that they cannot continue to oper- 
ate at much less than pre-depression costs because of the difficulty of col- 
lecting accounts and the doctors declare that they cannot afford to reduce 
their fees to a scale commensurate to the pocketbooks of their clients be- 
cause they, too, find the percentage of accounts they can collect from pay- 
ing patients diminishing, { 

With this’ situation staring them in the face people generally are turn- 
ing in the direction of state medicine as a way around these difficulties and 
the move is receiving support from at least some of the members of the 
medical profession. 

The question, however, is a big one and bristles with many features 
which deserve full consideration before the plunge is made. While state 
medicine undoubtedly offers advantages there are some phases which should 
be dissected with care. 

Not the least of these is the question of cost and how it is to be dis- 
tributed. In other words who is to provide the means and from what 
sources. It would also be the part of wisdom to ascertain with reasonable 
certainty that the advantages which the most enthusiastic advocates of 
state medicine claim for it can be realized in full degree before a complete 
scheme is made operative and whether the benefits are likely to be com- 
mensurate with the cost. 

British Columbia and Alberta governments are both discussing health 
insurance schemes of more or less provincial scope and cnnsiderable pres- 
sure is being brought on the Saskatchewan government to adopt a scheme 
with prospects that before the legislature now in session adjourns, some 
consideration will be given to public demands. ; 

The British Columbia plan makes provision for partial medical, hos- 
pital and dental services for certain specified classes of the community. 
Yet the total outlay is estimated at $7,287,500 a year or $12.50 per person.

Diamonds, once regarded merely 
as glittering gems for the adorn- 
ment of feminine beauty, and covet- 
ed for their value, are now playing 
a@ prominent part in industry. 

To-day there are far more dia- 
monds used for industrial purposes 
than as gems. But, as hardness 
alone is needed for industry and not 
color and water, their value is less 
than those used for adornment. 

Industrial diamonds cost from £2 
to £5 a carat. A flawless gem may 
realize £100 a carat. 

The grading, preparing, and sale 
of industrial diamonds is another 
industry which has become pre- 
dominantly British. 

London is now the centre of the 
trade, practically 98 per cent. of the 
world’s production of industrial dia- 
monds being dealt with within a few 
hundred yards of Hatton Garden. 

Where once Amsterdam and Ant- 
werp were the world centres of the 
diamond trade, London now reigns 
supreme. Amsterdam and Antwerp} 
still do most of the diamond cutting 
and polishing, but the stones come 
from the London market. 

Practically every industry now 
uses diamonds in one or more of its 
processes. 

And it is diamonds, used for cut- 
ting the hardest of metals with ex- 
treme accuracy, and for sharpening 
and truing modern machining and 
grinding tools, that have in great 
part enabled mass production with 
its greater rapidity and’ lower costs, 
to be brought into operation. 

Industrial diamonds play their 
part in producing pipe-stems, elec- 
tric light filaments, cutting and 


shaping stone, marble, and granite| 


in a fraction of the time previously 
occupied, and in boring for coal and 
oil. ; 

Scientists and engineers in recent 
years have increased the hardness 


of metals so much, particylarly for: 


tool steel, that it has been found 
extremely difficult to get metal tools 
to work them. 

When it was found that diamond 
pointed tools would cut them like 
cheese, diamonds became in greater 
demand. 

Rock drilling has been speeded up 
80 tremendously by the diamond that 
the diamond-faced borers now used! 
will cut through 18 inches of the’ 
hardest granite in an hour, even at 
a depth of 2,000 feet in the ground. 

“From the turning of vulcanite 
pipe-stems to the making of motor 
cars, there is hardly an industry 
which does not use diamonds in 
some form or other,” Mr. White, of 
the Diamond Development Company, 
said. 

“All the big dealers in diamonds 
are now in London, and it is from 
here that they are sent all over the 
world. There is also a rapidly grow- 
ing industry in this country in the 
manufacture of diamond-faced tools 
for all kinds of purposes. 

“Such things as motor car pis- 
tons are now machined with dia- 
mond-edged tools, which give very 
great accuracy and a much smoother 
finish than can be obtained in any 
other way. 

“Electric light filaments, which 
are made from very hard wire, are 
drawn through a diamond in which 
a hole has been bored. Extreme ac- 
curacy is necessary in this process, 
so that the very fine wire shall al- 
ways be of the same thickness. 

“When metal dies were used the 
hole gradually got larger, altering 
the thickness of the wire and chang- 
ing the voltage it would stand, but 
many tons of wire can be drawn 
through a diamond without the hole 
changing in size at all. 

“From being purely a luxury 
article diamonds have during the 
last few years become an almost in- 
dispensable article in all kinds of 
industrial processes, and the demand 
for them is increasing every year as 
new uses for them are discovered. 
Fortunately the output has increased 
in step with the demand.”

islation to abolish tithes paid by 
landowners to churches. 

British farmers have revolted sev- 
eral times in the last few years 
against the payment of tithes, par- 
ticularly in Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Kent counties, where farmers have 
been hard pressed since the depres- 
sion. 

Tithes have been levied against 
land in Britain since the seventh 
century and since 1704 they have 
been collected for the benefit of the 
Church of England, under an act of 
Queen Anne known as “Queen Anne’s | 
Bounty.” The revenues, which origi- 
nally amounted to about $100,000 a 
year, were intended for the benefit 
of poor curates, In recent years they 
have risen to a total of about $11,- 
000,000 annually. 

During 1934, when several serious 
protests occurred, British farmers 
followed the passive resistance tac- 
tics of Mahatma Gandhi by lying in 
the paths of trucks: which officials 
sent to their farms to confiscate cat- 
tle and grain in payment of over- 
due tithes. 

In a protest last spring a sign 
was chalked on the side of a church. 
“Churchmen, be sporty and pay for 
your own religion.” . 

Plans for changing the tithes sys- 
tem, which has been a knotty pro- 
blem for several centuries, were in- 
troduced in Parliament two years 
ago, but the issue was sidestepped 
because it cut across party lines. 
Last December a proposal was in- 
troduced for abolishing tithes. They 
date from pre-Biblical days when 
land owners were assessed their 
whole “first fruits” and thereafter 
one-tenth of each year’s produce.

During cool or cold weather, 
which together make up a consider- 
able part of the year in the northern 
climate it is out of the question to 
breathe unwarmed air. Our lungs 
would soon pain us to an unbearable 
extent. Strenuous exercise in cold 
weather brings a sharp pain stab- 
bing the lungs as the air is drawn 
in, part through the mouth, to meet 
the great demand of the lungs for 
air, Because of these conditions na- 
tives of colder climates are equipped 
with long noses as compared with 
short noses of natives of warmer 
climates where nature partially pre- 
pares the air for human use. Resi- 
' dents of a cool climate require plenty 
of radiator space within their noses.” 

I am quoting Fassett Edwards in 
an article on The Nose in Hygeia. 

However, air needs more than 
warming before it enters the lungs. 
Some of the dust of the air should 
; be removed by the tiny hairs inside 
| the nose, the air must be moistened, 
and what is even more important, 
various infectious ailments are pre- 
| vented if the moist mucous lining of 

the nose is in @ healthy condition. 

There was a time when the most 
important consideration was the 
amount of air that entered the lungs 
through the nose. If the middle 
partition of the nose (the septum) 
was bent an attempt was made by 
surgery to straighten it. And if the 
bony processes on either side of the 
nose were very large and obstruc- 
tive, the removal of a part of these 
bones was done by a surgical opera- 
tion. 
| To-day it is felt that in a number 

of cases this enlarged bone may have 

to be removed, but the operations 
are not as frequent now and every 
care is taken to preserve as much 
of the mucous lining of the nose as 
possible. This mucous lining is so 
powerful in warding off the ailments 
that come by way of the air—chil- 
|dren’s’ diseases, tuberctilosis. and 
¢|others—that after battling harmful 
organisms successfully it is ready to 
|do so again within five or ten min- 
utes. 

The nose is a useful organ aside 
from the above as taste is felt to 
be at least three-quarters smell. An 
inflamed nose from a cold makes 
food almost tasteless.

Light Colored Clothes For Children 
Might Help Prevent Accidents 

“Don't buy your children black 
raincoats, if you have any regard 
for their safety,” said Dr, B. Cor- 
bett, commissioner of public safety 
at Milwaukee and chairman of the 
U.S. National Safety Commission, in 
his address to the Board of Trade at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. 

Even for adults, said Dr. Corbett, 
black raincoats were bad enough but 
on children they were particularly 
dangerous, for raincoats were ordi- 
narily worn at times when visibility 
is poor and motorists do not get a 
proper chance to see children who 
might be on the highway. 

“Buy your children raincoats of 
light colors,” was his advice and he 
further suggested that light colored 
play clothes for children were also 
an advantage for the same reason.

It is interesting to note, too, that 
the bills are printed in a polyglot of 
English, French and Spanish. The 
one dollar bill is engraved in 
French, English and a combination 
of French and Spanish, for the 
word “dollar” is translated on the 
opposite side into “une piastre.” The 
use of the word “piastre” and its

ings with many Spanish business 
men trading in the Maritime ports. 
Spanish currency was then common 
in Canada, particularly in the East 
and “piastres” were generally accept- 
ed as the equivalent of dollars. It is 
from this same term that our com- 
mon expressions “two bits” and 
“four bits” originated; for the “pias- 
tre” was divided into eight equal 
parts, the “pieces of eight” of pirate 
fiction, each piece being a “bit”: 
thus “two bits” became a quarter or 
25c, four bits, 50c, and so on. 

Other details of the old bills bring 
to light other unusual facts con- 
cerning the trading and financial 
practices of the early days. At that 
time there was no legal currency 
in Canada. Groups of men organ- 
ized themselves from time to time 
into local banks and issued bills to 
facilitate business dealings. Fre- 
quently the bills were issued payable 
to some stated individual, or 
“bearer”. Thus, one of the $5 bills 
of the 1838 issue reads: “Union 
Bank pay on demand $5 to R. Har- 
vey or bearer’, Mr. Harvey's name 
being written in by the bank. 

This story, unfortunately, has a 
sad ending, at least ‘for the people 
who have presented these old bills 
for redemption. Little is known to- 
day of the Union Bank of Montreal. 
“The Union Bank of Lower Canada,” 
however, did exist and later became 
the Union Bank of Canada, which 
was absorbed by The Royal Bank of 
Canada, and it is perhaps because of 
this circumstance and the confusion 
between the names of the two banks 
that these old bills have found their 
way to The Royal Bank of Mont- 
real. 

Saddest of all, the “Counterfeit 
Detector’, used by bankers as a book 
of reference, states in cold, unsenti- 
mental language: “Union Bank of 
Montreal: bank unknown and notes 
worthless.” 

But in this the “Counterfeit De- 
tector” is wrong. ‘The bills are not 
worthless. People interested in old 
coins and bills value them at 1i0c 
each, Thus, by the passage of. time, 
$140,00 becomes @ mere $8.80.

Imports Not Heavy 


Canada Manufactures Ninety-Two 
Per Cent. Of Soap Used 


The cost to Canada is more 
than $9,000,000 a year to keep mod- 
erately clean and the women of the 
country pay two-thirds of that 
amount for ordinary household or 
laundry soap, soap flakes, chips and 
powdered soap, according to informa- 
tion received from. the department of 
trade and commerce in Ottawa. The 
remainder of the amount is paid out 
for toilet and castile soap of which 
nearly two and a half pounds are 
used annually for every man, wo- 
man and child in the country. 

Ninety-two per cent. of the soap 
that hides ingeniously in bath water, 
that slips out of the soap dish, that 
is rubbed behind Johnny’s ears and 
smarts in father's eye when he 
shaves, is made in the Dominion, 
while local manufacturers contribute 
an even greater percentage of the 
huge bars that melt in the dish- 
water or disappear in the washing 
machine, 

The United States is Canada’s 
best customer for soap while it at 
the same time supplies Canada with 
most of its soap imports, Exports to 
the United States last year totalled 
$594,926 while imports amounted to 
$344,980. 


“Aspirin” Trade Mark Sustained 


A warning is found in the judg- 
ment just given by the Exchequer 
Court of Canada at Ottawa, in an 
action brought by The Bayer Com- 
pany, Limited, owner of the trade 
mark “Aspirin”. The action asked 
a judgment of the court restraining 
the defendant from infringing the 
trade mark by selling tablets as 
“Aspirin” which were not the pro- 
duct of The Bayer Company. The 
judgment restrains the defendant 
permanently from putting out 
any of his own tablets as “As- 
pirin” or under any name so similar 
to “Aspirin” as to be confusing and 
awards The Bayer Company dam- 
ages and costs.

Warnings Against Worry, Luke

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ROYAL MESSAGE |Preeram Should Be Uniform 


TAKEN T0 MEAN 
KING MAY MARRY 


London.—The possibility that Ed- 
ward VIII., bachelor king of Eng- 
land, may marry was officially an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
in @ message signed by the king. 

The unmarried status of Edward, 
now 41, long has been one of the 
outstanding topics of conversation in 
the British empire and the World at 


large. As Prince of Wales, he was 
termed “the world’s most eligible! 
bachelor.” 


Neville Chamberlain, chancellor of 


the exchequer, read a royal message | 


to the assembled legislators in which 
Edward pointed out the necessity of 
revising the civil list—the amounts 
paid to the members of the royal 
family. 

The message stated: 

“His Majesty desires that the con- 
tingency of his marriage should be 
taken into account so that, in that 
event, there should be a _ provision 
for her majesty the queen and the 
members of His Majesty's family, 
corresponding to the _ provisions 
which the commons has been willing 
to make in like circumstances in the 


past.” 

The Labor party member, William 
James Thorne, immediately rose 
with the question: 


“Does His Majesty give any assur- 
ance that he is going to get mar- 
ried?” 

But Chamberlain did not answer. 

King Edward also requested the 
House of Commons to make “suit- 
able provisions’ for the Duke of 
York, heir presumptive to the throne, 
“and, in certain events, for his fam- 
ily.” 

He said however, he would bear 
part of these expenses from the 
Duchy of Cornwall, the rich estate 
which for hundreds of years has 
been administered for the benefit of 
the Prince of Wales. 

The message said: “It is, however, 
His Majesty’s intention, as long as 
the revenues from the Duchy of 
Cornwall are vested in himself, to 
make that provision for His Royal 
Highness, the Duke of York, and in- 
sofar as those revenues are suffici- 
ent, to provide for His Majesty’s 
privy purse.” 

There has been considerable specu- 
lation as to the disposition of the 
Duchy of Cornwall, the revenues of 
which traditionally go to the Prince 
of Wales—a title which now is not 
held. 

Mr. Chamberlain announced that 
a special committee would be named 
next week to revise the civil list. 

The king can marry without par- 
liament’s consent but, in order for 
his wife to be his consort also, she 
must be a princess of royal or noble 
blood. 

The king could marry a commoner 
if he chose, but, if he did, the mar- 
riage would be morganatic and their 
children would not be entitled to 
succeed to the throne. 


As a matter of courtesy, King 


Edward probably would ask parlia-|' 


ment’s approval before he married. 


Another Sabotage Case 


British Admiralty Believes Epidemic 
Is Work Of Cranks 

London.—-Lord Stanley, financial 
secretary of the admiralty, disclosed 
another case of suspected sabotage 
in the British navy to the House of 
Commons. 

_ The latest case, he said, occurred 
in a private dockyard carrying out 
admiralty work. 

Six cases of sabotage already had 
been announced. Lord Stanley said 
the damage was slight although 
potentially serious, Admiralty offici- 
als said they believed the epidemic 
of sabotage was the work of cranks 
rather than foreigners. 


Shipping Cattle To Canada 

Montreal. — Approximately 1,000 
head of Canadian cattle would be 
shipped from Montreal to the Bri- 
tish market every week during the 
coming shipping season, R. J, Large, 
of the firm of Stephenson and Large, 
of Birkenhead and London, buyers 
of Canadian cattle, said, on return 
from a Dominion tour as far west 
as Saskatoon. 


Social Legislation For All Canada 
Urged In Nova Scotia House 

Halifax.—In a surprise move that 
left the Nova Scotia legislature in a 
flurry of excitement at adjourn- 
ment, Hon. Gordon 8S. Harrington, 
Conservative opposition leader, pro- 
posed a program of social legislation 
for the Dominion to be obtained 
through amendment of the British 
North America Act. 

Col. Harrington, who recently re- 
signed the chairmanship of Canada’s 
employment and _ social insurance 
commission, declared that instead of 
tampering with a general procedure 
for amending the Canadian constitu- 
tion the province should agree to a 
specific amendment through West- 
minster if one is required to permit 
the Dominion government to engage 


|in and at once set up the machinery 


necessary for such a full social pro- 
gram. 

Suggesting maternity benefits, un- 
employment insurance, health insur- 
ance, . accident insurance, widows’ 
pensions, old age pensions and in- 
validity pensions, he said the Do- 
minion government should adopt a 
complete program and have it uni- 
form throughout Canada. 


Sets Up Dictatorship 


Paraguay Has Taken Germany And) 


Italy As ‘Models 

Asuncion, Paraguay.—The provi- 
sional government of Paraguay, 
headed by Col. Rafael Franco, pub- 
lished a decree setting up the nation 
as a totalitarian state modelled after 
German national socialism and Ital- 
ian fascism. 

The decree declared the state and 
the “liberating revolution’ of Feb. 
17 as indivisible and banned for one 
year political, labor or other unions 
which “do not emanate explicitly 
from the state.” 

Paraguay, the government assert- 
ed, will be purged of “endemic, de- 
magogic, industrial and _ sectarian 
evils.” 

The official statement places in 
the “liberating army” the principal 
source of authority and declares the 
successful revolution implies the 
“same social totalitarian  trans- 
formations as in contemporary 
Europe in the sense the liberating 
revolution and the state are already 
one and identical.” 


Was Fearless Leader 


Royal Canadian Navy Officers Pay 
Tribute To Earl Beatty 

Ottawa.—Officers of the Royal 
Canadian Navy voiced deep sorrow 
at the death of Admiral of the fleet, 
Earl Beatty. | Many paid tribute to 
him as a commander who incorpor- 
ated all the best traditions of the 
royal navy, an aggressive fighter and 
an efficient, fearless leader. 

A large number of Canadian naval 
officers served with Beatty during 
the war, when he commanded the 
battle cruiser division of the grand 
fleet under the late Earl Jellicoe. 
Many of them were midshipmen at 
the time. 

It was recalled that the battle of 
the Dogger Bank, fought Jan. 24, 
1915, and which added great lustre 
to the name of the dead admiral, 
was opened by a ship which later be- 
came the senior unit of the Canadian 
navy, H.M.C.S. Aurora, long. since 
dismantled.

Many Cases Awaited Consideration 
At End Of 1935 

A total of 789 appeals awaited 
consideration. by the pensions’ ap- 
peal court at the end of 1935, ac- 
cording to information tabled in the 
House of Commons by Hon. C. C. 
Power, minister of pensions and na- 
tional health. Of this number, 27 
were appeals of the crown from the 
pensions commission, 651 were ap- 
peals of applicants from the same 
body, and 111 were in “other cate- 
gories.”’ The return showed 36 ap- 
peals were allowed by the court in 
1935, while 1,603 were disallowed.
